When ! relumed from an assignment 

in Dallas not long ago, I called the wom- 
an of whom I write into my liny cubicle 
in order to pass along a possible story 
idea concerning a complicated, but un- 
deniably important, economic issue. 

'How in hell are our readers going to 
understand what we're talking about," 
asked the woman of whom I write. 

"If you write it up plainly enough.'' ! 
said, "I'm sure they'll find useful and val- 
uable information in the story." 

The woman of whom 1 write stared 
blankly, no doubt amazed that I cared, 
and gathered herself off my rather bat- 
tered guest chair. '"Ninety-eight per cent 
of our readers still move iheir lips," the 
woman of whom I write snapped with a 
wide grin that did nothing to hide her dis- 
dain, "There's not a thing I can write that 
they'll understand." 

Unfonunaiely for the woman of whom 
I write, my tiny cubicle is at the right 
hand of God — the managing editor— and 
has notoriously poor sound absorption 
qualities. 

Our God overheard the woman of 
whom 1 writes intemperate remark. 

"1 am truly sorry thai we aren't THE 
NEW YORKER magazine or equivalent 
to it." our God said to the woman of 
whom I write, "But since you find our 
readers SO terribly distasteful. I trust you 
won't waste your talents here any longer." 

And. our God told the woman of whom 
I write before returning to his seat with 
all his dignity, "make sure your bodv is 
outta this office by the end of the day." 

My little vignette is a tale or rare 
honor on the pari of our God. He 
far too often allows shoddy work 
to pass his desk and into the paper for n" 
disccrnable reason. Bui one thing he 
could not abide was a reporter or writer 
who hales the people for whom ihcy 

All too frequently, however, comic- 
book editors allow their writers to hale 
you. It stands to reason that no one can 
write quality material when he hates his 
audience. 

There are many reasons why today's 
comic bonks are bad. of course, but 
the poor quality of the work is eas- 
ily the most distressing and disappointing. 
1 have lost count of the times I have heard 
comicbook writers complain about the 
lack of intelligence you, the reader, are 



saddled with. Comic-hook writers despair 
when you do not buy their masterpieces, 
not realizing, of course, that they have 
not written a masterpiece. 

In lieu of writing for you. most of to- 
day's comic-hook writers write for their 
friends and enemies. Worst of all, ihey 
write For their peers— who feel similarly 
that the rank-and-file comic readers are 

I can never forget the classic statement 
uttered one evening by a comic-book 
reader turned comic-book writer. "Thank 
god some of the guys in the office real- 
ize I'm doing top-notch stuff." he told 
me without aplomb. "The damn kids out 
there certainly have no idea what I'm 
talking about." 

I couldn't bring myself to tell him 
that the kids had no idea what he was 
talking about because the stuff was tin- 
readable. 

Another thing (hat ofien bothers 
these comic-book writers is your 
age. Since more of their stuff reeks 
of amateurism unseen in this country 
since ihe demise of the H-pagers of the 
iwentiesand thirties, most of these comic- 
book writers contend their comics are 
written tor children. When confronted by 
criticism from a 14- or 15-year-old comic 
reader, they assault his intelligence by 
complaining that any normal teenager 
should he out reading Time and News- 
week or Playboy, 

Which is strange, since almost to a man 
these same comic-book writers read com- 
ic books well into their twenties, They 
only stopped reading comic books be- 
cause they became comic-book profes- 
sionals and it is well known that no com- 
ic-book professional reads comic books. 
This is not to say that you, the read- 
er, are brilliant. I sometimes wince 
at the books you praise, despair 
when you really do miss the significance 
of (he increasingly rare comic-book mas- 
terpiece and am Frustrated thai you re- 
main so passively indulgent of the pab- 
lum you buy from the writers who hate 
you. 

On balance, however, ypu, the reader, 
are probably more intelligent than the 
run-of-the-mill editors and writers pro- 
ducing todays comic books. Mark Eva- 
nier, one comic-boo); wriier cognizant 
(hat his readers are. by and large, a sharp 
lot, recently exhibited the smarts of the 
comic-book rank-and-file. Writing in his 
magazine FEETLEBAUM, a small publi- 
cation distributed through the amateur 
press alliance CAPA ALPHA. Evanier 
noted thai most comic-book innovations 
of the last few years have been formu- 



lated from suggestions first made by con 
ic-book readers. 

As Evanier also pointed out. evei 
though comic-book professionals such a 
Roy Thomas, Julius Schwartz and Bob 
Kanigher went to great lengths to criti- 
cize the suggestions when first advanced, 
the major companies were eventually 
forced to adopt the readers' thoughts as 
sound economic judgment. 

Among the innovations the astute 
Lvanier mentioned as fan-generated 
were: the suggestion that two C( 
ic-book companies collaborate on a book 
containing their most popular characters 
(National and Marvel recently published 
SUPERMAN VS. SPIDER-MANl: the 
feasibility of reprinting comic-hook sto- 
ries from the 1940s (both National and 
Marvel now do it. despite repeaLed claims 
that "crude" art made it impossible!; 
comic-book adaption of CONAN novels 
(Conafl is now one of Marvel's few con- 
sistently strong-selling characters!: revi- 
val oF pulp characters like The Shadow 
and Doc Savage: color in Warren maga- 
zines; adaptions oF popular movies like 
2001 and PLANET OF THE APES; 
vival of the original CAPT. MARVEL 
(National now manages to squeeze mil- 
lions of dollars in licencing from that 
once-lunatic suggestion); reprints oF THE 
SPIRIT by Will Eisner in commercial 
form: and several others. 

Evanier. however, missed the most 
obvious manifestation of readership in- 
telligence. Tired of being fed issue after 
issue of inferior work, the supposedly 
stupid comic-book rank-and-file did the 
smartest, most effective thing they could 
have done; they stopped reading comic 
books. 

In the mid-1960s, when writers like 
Gardner Fox and artists like Steve Dit- 
ko helped maintain a certain level of 
comic-book quality, sales were fantas- 
tically good. Several times, with the aid 
of television programs, books like BAT- 
MAN and ARCHIE pushed passed the 
million-sales-per-issue mark. Even poor- 
er selling books consistently sold well 
over 300,000 copies per issue. 

In Today's market, with comic books 
run by increasingly cantankerous and de- 
creasingly talented writers, sales have 
plummeted. A book which sells as many 
as 20(1.1)0(1 copies per issue is rare. 

As a matter of Fad, it proves what I 
was about to (ell the woman oF whom I 
write before she was so jusllfiahly dis-
